Fitzroy. Donald MacLean, 26th Chief 
of the Clan MacLean. i 


When ten years old, he visited 
Duart Castle,.the ancient stronrzhold 
of the MacLean's, with his father, 
and he vowed that he would re- 
-cover-it-for-the-feamily-from-whom 
ithad been alienated for two hundred 
years. He accomplished this vow in 
1912, when hundreds of clansmen 
from all parts ofthe world escorted 


‘him to his ancestral home.—Keuter. | 


Fitzroy Donald MacLean of Dowart 
and Morvaren, the veteran Highlahd 
chief, was born'as long ago ans May 
18, 1835. Entering the army, he got 
a commission. in the 13th Hussars 


from the great Duke of Wellington). 


in’ 1852. During the Crimean war 
he served with, the .13th Light 
Dragoons, being present at the bat- 
tle of the Alma, the slefe of 
Sebastopol and the cavalry. offair at 
Buljanak. During the siege he was 
seriously wounded and he was fond 
of recalling how the doctors gave 
him only 10 hours’ to live. 


In 1865 he was selected to report 
on the French monoeuvres and often 
conversed with the Emperor 
Napoleon III. 


-Atter the American Civil War he 
was stationed with his regiment in 
Canada and in 1880 was _appointed 
colonel of the West Kent Yeomanry. 


MncLean succeeded his father, Col.

INQUIRY INTO COLLISION ON 
"MOUNT DAVIS ROAD 


An Inquiry Into the death of Mr. 


Odd Bruusgnord, a Norweaian resi- |: 


dent, who was killed when his car 


crashed’ Into. a. lorry on Mount: : 


Davis Road on October 24, was be- 
gunvat the Central Magistracy yes~ 
terday before Mr. W. Schofield, as 
Coroner, and a jury comprising 
Messra, C. E. Gahagan (Foreinan), 
D. F. Lopez and Cheung Leung-pal. 

Sub-Inspector S. C., Saunders op> 
peared for the Police, and Mr. D, 
B,-Evans for the driver of the 
lorry, Ho Tim. 


Dr. G. H. Thomas said . Mr, 
Bruusgunrd) was dead when he 
examined him shortly after his nd- 
mission to the Government Civil 
Hospital.. An. external examination 
revealed on slight trace of blood 
from the enr, a small abrasion on 
the elbow and a falnt bruise in the 
pit of the stomach, No internal 
examination was made, ‘at the ex- 
press wish of the widow and friends 
who wished to have the body em- 
balmed and sent to ‘Norway. 


Asked by the Coroner for his ; 


opinion an to the cause of death, 
Dr. Thomas sald he could not say 
definitely, In the absence of a full 
examination, but having heard of 
the circumstances’ of the death, he 
presumed - that denth followed a 
sudden and severe pressure in the 
stomach by something hard and 
projecting. It was possinle that 
Mr. Bruusgaard had been struck a 
severe blow by “the steering wheel, 
causing severe shock and a possible 
rupture of the Ilver and internal 
haemorrhage. 


‘The shock alone in the solar 
plexus may have caused*death,” de- 
clared Dr. Thomas. 


Mr.- Gummar Findsen, master 
mariner, and a close friend of Mr. 
Bruusgaard, said he met Mr. Bruus- 
gaord and a-friend in the Hong- 
kong Hotel about 1 p.m. on Octo-~ 
ber 24, and they hnd a gimlet to- 
gether. | They then went to their 
respective cars, which were park- 
ed in the city, and left for their 
homes at Pokfulam. 


Soon on Seene 


“Bruusgaard eft before me, and 
was in front of me ‘nll the way,” 
sald witness. The only time I saw 
his car on the trip was passing the 
University, when I noticed it about 
100 yarda in front." I reached the 
scene of the crash about four 
minutes after it happened, although 
I did not hear or sce It.- 


“When .I arrived, the car and 
lorry were blocking the road. 
Bruusgaard way.in the front seat, 
groaning, with the stecring wheel, 
which had broken off the column, 
in his Jap. The starter of his car 
was working, and fearing an im- 
mediate, explosion, I tore off some 
of the door in order to’ pull him 
out of the seat, and then with the 
nssistance of the lorry driver, I laid 
him on the side of the road.” 

To the jury, Mr, ‘Findsen said 
that although Mr. Bruusganrd was 
alive, he was not conscious and said 
nothing. : 

Ho Tim, 22, driver of the lorry, 
said {t was the first day he had 
driven the particular yeliicle. He 
said he was-engaged in carrying 
earth between the Queen Mary Hos- 
pital and Kennedy Town. and had 
made six trips ‘in the morning. 

“I was returning to the hospital 
atter tiMin,” he said, “and when in 
Mount Davis’ Road I saw a car 
coming towards me at a very rapid 
‘rate-— I-nwerved: to~the-left-to-avold- 
it, but it ran Into me as soon as. 
I swerved. First it crashed Into my 
running bourd and then. into the 
seat wheel where St came to a 
stop,

He referred to the “deplorable, 
unnecessary, and easily prevent- 
able’ milkborne epidemic which 
had reeently raged at Bourne- 
mouth, and made an urgent plea 
for the universal pasteurisation 
of milk.

was still dependent on the voluntary 
action of distributors. There was no 
law to require the pasteurlsation of 
milk, and should an epidemic occur, 
the activities of medical officials 
were confined to preventihg the 
spreading of infection, He described

“The facts relating to the subject 
have been common knowledgo for 
many yenrs, but these have been met 
on the part of the Ministry with a 
tacit consplracy of silence. Nothing 
can excuse the ‘Hush Hush’ polley of 
the Industry In secking to conceal or 
to minimise the gravity of the posi- 
4 tion.” .

The second question jx:, “Whether 
the Dairy Farm Company's ‘Nursery 
MID was pasteurised prior'to the 
epidemic,” The answer fs in the 
negative, Stncee the 15th November, 
however, the ‘Company has pas- 
teurlsed oll its deliverics. 

The third question is: “Whether 
any or all of the deaths could have 
been prevented hid the authorities 
taken Immediate precautions when 
the epidemle was first notified on or 
about the 7th November, 1936." The 
answer is ngain in the negative. The 
epidemic was not in {net notified, be- 
cause dysentery is not a notifiable 
dlrense; but, even if It had been, such 
notification could not have prevented 
fntalities which have been confined

POSSIBLE. ACTION 
The fourth and last question js us 
to “whether any action {9 contemplat- 
éd by Government to prevent u ree 
currence of this or anyother type of 
epidemic.” I am not prepared at 
this juncture to state that any parti- 


cular measure is contemplated, Lor’ 


that would Imply thut a decision has 
already been taken. I do rtute, howe 
ever, that certain measures are under 
consideration and will form the sub- 


ject of carly reference to my Execu-. 


tive Council. One is the compul- 
sory pasteurisation of milk. To am 
aware that there is some medical 
opinion against it, and the pros and 
cons will need to be carefully welgh- 


ed; and they will be carefully weighs 


ed. In the meantime, the only pas- 
teurisation pliant known to me In this 
Colony, that of the Dalry Farm Com- 
pany is, as T have already stated, be- 
Ing applied to all their dcliveries. 

Another measure under my con- 
sideratlon is for the statutory notl- 
fiability of dysentery. Arguments 
against it emerge from. the Report 
now on the table; nevertheless the 
question must be thrashed out before 
a definite conclusion is reached. ; 

Thirdly, J am determined to prose- 
cute any line of precaution compnti- 
ble with common sense and with our 
financial resources, which may be in- 
dicated by the results of the threefald 
investigation whieh f have alrendy 
adumbrated. and which may be sine 
med up Jn the three words carriers, 
water nnd flies, ‘ 3 

WORDS OF CAUTION 

_ In conclusion, 1 feel if my duty to 
utter a few words of caution, Public 
analysis of all food and drink ts im- 
passible; it can only be an analysis of 
samples and, whatever the method 
und frequency of selection employ- 
cd, the samples can never be repre-= 
rentative of the whole supply, ‘ 
Secondly, the results of analysis, 
and still more of  bacteriotopical 
examination, do not come to hand 
until after the substances, of which 
samples are analysed and examined, 
have been consumed.” i 

Thirdly, however comprehensive 
und drastic sanitary regulations may 
be, and however great the vigilance 
of the Sanitary Authority, there will 
always be those who break the re- 
fulatlons and go undiscovered, Waen 
there Is discovery it may oflen be 
after. harm has been donc. Local 
methods of agriculture are known: 
the conditions obtaining in our, now 
happily doomed, Central Market. are 
known. 

From personal’ inspection and col- 
laboration I om satisfled that our 
Medical and Sanitary Service fs an 
‘eMiclent machine manned by an able 
und untlring crew. But. however 
Great thelr efficiency and persever- 
ance, and however many statutory or 
other Implements and equipment we 
may add to their armoury, honesty 
compels me to-confess that I cannot 

oresee the duy when the principle of 
fated emptor can .be safely ubro- 
ited its ppplication to the pur- 
An comestibles in thia Colony.
